Gloria, 9, Unconcerned by 
$666,666 From Father’s 


Court’s Decree Giving Her 
Record Royalties, Is In-

New York, Nov. 27 (N.Y.W.N.S.).— 
Gloria Caruso, who will be 9 years old 


.a week before Christmas, was. awarded 


two-thirds of the royalties for the re- 
production of her father’s voice on 
Victor records by the decree of Chan- 
cellor Edwin R. Walker at Trenton, N.

Col. Charles A. Lindbergh landed at 
Bolling Field last night at 6:30, at the 
end of the flight from Mexico which 
set the heart of the world aflutter Sat- 
urday Owing to rumors that the ace 
had crashed. 

The flier landed at the field unan- 
nounced, having made the flight from 
Nashville. Tenn., to which city he had 
flown. from Memphis earlier in. the.

They put up 
his plane, and the colonel, after chat- 
ting with them for a few mnilutes, left 
the station. He asked officers at the

Luncheon Is Made Gala Affair;

U. S. S. Marylana En Route to Punta 
Arenas, Costa Rica, Nov. 27 (A.P.).— 
As the battleship Maryland speeded 
from Nicaragua to Costa Rica, the 
fourth and last of the Central Amer- 
ican countries which he will visit, Her- 
bert Hoover tonight expressed gratifi- 
cation over the warm reception given 
him in Corinto by the Nicaraguan 
government’s leading officials. 

The Presidert-elect declared that his 
welcome by the leaders ot former con- 
tending forces in Nicaragua—President 
Diaz, former President Chamorro and 
President-elect Moncada—was a dem- 
Oonstration that the “difficult national 
crisis” into which the United States 
had been drawn had now reached a 
basis of solution meriting the deep- 
est thankfulness of the people of both 
countries. 

As a final tribute to Nicaragua, be- 
|fore the Maryland's anchor was hauled 
up, the battleship’s hanc played the 
| Nicaraguan national anthem. 

The program in Costa Rica is un- 
certain due to the recent damage to 
by storms which may preé- 
vent Hoovers planned journey by rail 
ito San Jose, the country’s capital. 

Approves National Guard. 


Mr. Hoover was much impressed By 
the seaport of Corinto in Nicaragua. 
He also liked the appearance of the 
Nicaraguan national guard, which has 
been organized by the American Ma- 
rines, and now has been recruited to 
a strengtl. of 1,700 men. 

A detachment of 75 marines who 
who had been stationed in Nicaragua, 
was taken on board the Maryland for 
duty during the remainder .of the 
good-will voyage. 

The luncheon mecting of Hoover and 
President Diaz and President-elect 
Moncada, of “icaragua, was considered 
of historical significance both in the 
exchanges of views between them and 
in the spirit evidencing the desire of 
th? representatives of the two nations 
to promote harmony, and progress.

Covers were laid at the luncheon for 
42 persons, including the American na- 
val and marine officers on duty in 
Nicaragua. The tables were placed 
under an awning on the quarterdeck. 
The rails of the ship were gayly deco- 
rated with signal flags, palm branches 
and native flowers. 


Advocate Canal’s Construction. 


The construction of the Nicaraguan 
Canal, connecting the Atlantic and 
Pacific Oceans, by the United States at 
the earliest possible time was advocated 
today by President Diaz and President- 
elect Moncada. ‘The two Nicaraguan of- 
Acials expressed this view to newspaper 
men in an interview in which they de- 
clared that the visit of the American 
President-elect would aid the desire of 
Ail. parties in Nicaragua for the closest 
and friendliest relations between their 
country and the United States. 

Diaz and Moncada also declared that 
they favored the retention of the 
United States Marines tn Nicaragua 
until the training of the Central Amer- 
ic@ Tepublic’s national guard is com- 
pleted. 

This would take avdout 
President-elect Moncada 
and he expressed the belief that in 
the meantime the Marine units could 
be reduced to about 1,000 men. 

Both Nicaraguan officials 
that the construction of the canal 
would be economicaliy advantageous 
and also a bulwark to the liberties of 
tne American republics. Mr. Moncada 
said that he had discussed the canal 
with Mr. Hoover and that he had ad- 
vocated its construction since 1911.

A newly adopted plan of mobilization 
of the man power of the United States, 
in event of war, to call to arms six field 
armi aggregating 3,500,000 men was 
outlined by Maj.

Where is the evidence that Nicaragua 
has been ground under the heel of Amer- 
ican imperialism? Surely, if the Nica- 
raguan people were boiling with indigna- 
tion over American aggression they 
would make their feelings manifest. But 
they were uproarious in their weleome to 
Col. Lindbergh, and Mr. Hoover was wel- 
-comed by the entire population of Corin- 
to with every indication of cordiality. 

American critics the administra- 
tion’s policy in Nicaragua are placed in an’ 
embarrassing situation by the failure of 
the Nicaraguan people to support their 
contentions. The Nicaraguans have not 
only settled their differences under the 
good offices of the United States, but 
have held a fair election and will soon 
have a government of their own choice. 
The friendly aid of the United States is 
appreciated by both sides in Nicaragua, 
to’ such an extent as to cause them to 
unite in asking the United States to su- 
pervise future elections. This request is 
not a subterfuge, concocted by the United 


of 


States and imposed upon the Nicaragu- ° 


ans, but is the voluntary expression of a 
people who are striving for stable govern- 
ment and who appreciate the disinterest- 
ed friendship of the United States. 

Mr. Hoover voices the sentiment of the 
American people when he congratulates 
the political parties of Nicaragua upon 
their disposition to promote domestic 
peace by settling their differences 
through the ballot box. His visit to Co- 
rinto is an assurance of his own good will 
toward that country, which will be re- 
flected in the forthcoming administration. 
President Coolidge’s steadfast adherence 
to a correct policy in Nicaragua is bear- 
‘Ing good fruit, and Mr. Hoover’s address 
at Corinto clearly shows that this policy 
will not be changed. « 

Instead of being at war at this mo- 
ment, with untold miseries and with dan- 
ger of continual bloodshed, the people of 
Nicaragua are well on the way toward 
peace and: prosperity under a govern- 
ment of their own choice. And this is 
. Yankee imperialism! 


MEXICO’S NEW PRESIDENT. 

Mexico is to be congratulated upon the pros- 
pect of a peaceful inauguration of a provisional 
president this week, rather than another round 
of bloodshed and revolution. The assassina- 
tion of President-elect Obregon threw that 
nation into momentary turmoil, and there was 
general fear of a flare-up of national or per- 
haps international significance. The fact that 
a*new president has been peacefully chosen 
and that the assassin has been tried and con- 
victed by process of law indicates that the 
Mexican government is competent to control 
affairs and gives new hope for the future of 
our southern neighbor. 

Emilio Portes Gil was unanimously chosen 
president at a joint session of the Mexican 
Legislature on September Inauguration 
ceremonies will be held on Friday of this week, 
and the new chief executive will serve until 
February 5, 1930. In November, 1929, Mexico 
will hold a special election to choose a presi-

dent to serve the remainder of the six-year ‘ 


term for which Gen, Obregon was elected.

In company 
with other prominent automobile men, they 
acquired an interest in the American 
Kagle Co. and are negotiating for control of 
companies making airplane accessories and 
motors to complete their organization. Pres- 
ently there will be completed a new factory 
for the American Eagle Co. in which planes 
will be built upon a “production” basis, with 
raw material entering upon an assembly line 
at one,end, and finished planes coming off the 
line at the other end. It is said that more 
than 75 automobile dealers have signed con- 
tracts for distributing the planes which will 
be turned out at the rate of 5 a day. 

The question upon which depends the suc- 
cess or failure of this venture is whether the 
American people are ready to absorb a large 
output of medium-priced planes. Prominent 
aviation figures insist that the time is ripe; 
constantly they have cried for more and 
cheaper planes, aerodynamically and mechani- 
cally correct. The Durant-Fisher group should 
be able to supply this need. f 

One other important end will be achieved by 
the introduction of ‘‘production’’ methods to 
airplane manufacture. With planes now in the 
air, repair and replacement is an expensive 
process, each replacement part needing to be 
individually fitted. ‘‘Production” planes, how- 
ever, will resemble one another as accurately 
as Ford cars. Ownership of a plane produced 
by the mass method will serve-to reduce the 
upkeep cost of flying, and in flying as in 
motoring it ‘isn’t the first cost, but the up- 
keep” that flattens the pocketbook.

Al could play any position on a 
team and do it well and “Hans” 
started as an outfielder, but later 
went to shortstop, at which posi- 
tion he made baseball history. 


Later Al went to.the Eastern League

who signed him thought he was get- 
ting the signature of Al, but if such an 
incident occurred it was not made a 
part of the record, and the scout cer-

In July, 1897, “Hans” signed with 
Barney Dreyfus, now owner of the 
Pittsburgh Pirates, but at that 
time in charge of Louisville of the 
National League.

The 
“flying Dutehman” played with the 
Pirates until he retired in 1917. 


Al, early in his professional career, 
injured one of his knees and the wound 
put him out of baseball.

From Germs He Battled 
for Mankind. 


Dr. Edward Francis, famous scientist 
of the United States Public Mealth 
Service, has fallen a victim of the 
germs he has been battling for the 


sake of mankind for years. He is con- 
fined at the Naval Hospital suffering 
from malta fever as a result of experi- 
ments with cultures at the Govern- 
ment laboratory. Attending physicians 
said yesterday that his condition ‘is 
“good” -and that he is in no danger. 
His recovery, however, may require Six 
weeks or six months. 

Before he was stricken, Dr. Francis 
had discovered that malta fever may be 
contracted by humans through the 
consumption of raw milk. At the 
time he was taken ill, he was isolating 
the cultures of that particular germ. 

Dr. Francis gained world-wide repu- 
tation through his investigation of 
tularemia, a fever contracted from 
careless handling of rabbits.
